The Area Plan Commission 
met Tuesday night to consider a 
rezoning petition, heard an 
answer to complaint of storage 
of old cars, and recommended a 
county-wide study of an outdoor 
recreation plan. 
The commission advised Bob 
Davis, who operates a garage 
just west of Rushviile on high­ 
way 52, that he is inviolation of 
• he county zoning ordinance by 
keeping wrecked automobiles at 
the sight. 
Vance Waggoner, 
attorney for Davis, said Davis 
Dad removed all but 15 of the 
cars, and his client is in process 
of removing the remainder. 
Waggoner also stated that 
Davis operates a 
w recker 
service in connection with the 
garage, and state regulations 
allow storage of wrecked cars 
for a period of up to 60 days for 
insurance purposes. 
The commission said Davis 
could petition the Board of 
Zoning Appeals for special 
exception to operate the storage 
yard in the area which carries a 
commercial 
business zoning. 
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Waggoner said this would be 
done at the July meeting of the 
appeals board. 
In another item of business, 
the same attorney represented 
Rushviile National Bank and 
Harcourt Outlines for rezoning 
of an area in the northwest 
corner of the intersections of 
highways 244 and 3 just west of 
Milroy. The petition asks for 
rezoning from commercial to 
manufacturing. 
The commission approved the 
rezoning, and will make such 
recommendations to the Rush 
County Com m issioners, who 
must make a final ruling. 
Copies of Phase III of the 
Com prehensive Study were 
distributed by David Rogier, 
planner, along with a small 
county zoning map. It 
was 
pointed out copies of the maps 
and Phase III are available in 
the office of the commission in 
the courthouse, and that copies 
of 
the 
ordinance 
will 
be 
available in about one week. 
Mr. Rogier discussed the 
possibility of his com pany, 
Reid. Quebe. Allison and Wilcox 
A ssociates, 
Inc., 
doing

county. The commission gave 
approval, subject to obtaining 
local and federal money. 


It is understood the cost would 
be approximately $15,000, with 
the federal share $10,000 and the

Welfare Reduction Brings 
Protestors To Capitol 


INDIANAPOLIS (UP!) - No­ 
tices being sent out that Indi­ 
ana’s standard of needs sched­ 
ule for welfare families with 
dependent children has been re­ 
duced by 25 per cent, reducing 
some welfare payment s, brought 
a crowd of more than 100 pro­ 
testors 
to 
the 
Statehouse 
Wednesdav 
However, the protestors, most 
from Lake County, generated 
little interest in their demand 


that the change, known as a 
ratable reduction, be subject of 
discussion at a meeting of the 
Indiana Welfare Board. Ratable 
reduction has been discussed re­ 
peatedly by the board in the 
past year and a half and goes 
into effect July 1, a year later 
than ordered by the legislature. 
The group, known as the 
Northwest Indiana Welfare Re­ 
form Coalition, also demanded 
to meet with Governor Bowen 
on the matter, even though thev 


had been told in advance he 
would be out of town—in Chi­ 
cago attending sessions of the 
American Medical Association. 
Kay Rizzo, executive assistant 
to Bowen, tried to talk to the 
group <o explain what changes 
had been made in the law and 
why, but few members of Hie 
two busloads of protestors show­ 
ed any interest in listening to 
explanations. 
About 30 of the welfare re­ 
cipients, who had come to Indi­ 
anapolis from Gary via charter­ 
ed bus, paraded in front of the 
Statehouse, with one member of 
the group using a bullhorn to 
'ell passersby their objections 
to ratable reduction. One car­ 
ried a sign saying, “The Wel­ 
fare Board is more concerned 
with its welfare than with that 
of poor people.” 
“What am I supposed to do­ 
go to my landlord and say he 
has to cut my rent by 25 per 


cent because the welfare board 
has established a 25 per cent 
ratable reduction,” the group 
spokesman said. “The welfare 
department says we can get by 
with 25 per cent less even 
though the federal government 
says it costs 22 per cent more 
•o live because of inflation.” 
The group left after parading 
for about an hour in front of 
'he S'aiehouse. 
The reduction had been order­ 
ed by Hie 1973 Legislature as 
a means to remove persons with 
substantial outside incomes— 
some of them over $900 a month 
from the welfare rolls. It had 
been seen as a way to counter 
the situation created by a fed­ 
eral work incentive program 
'hat excluded large portions of 
earned incomes of welfare re­ 
cipients in figuring the amount 
of assistance they should receive 
from i he state.

‘Booby Trapped’ Postcards 


Fail To Reach Justices 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The FBI says it has 
interecepted nine booby-trapped poet cards mailed to the 
justices of the Supreme Court last week but that 
preliminary tests indicate a substance purported to be 
nerve gas is not dangerous. 
A group calling itself “Aliens for America” claimed 
credit for mailing the cards in an anonymous tape 
cassette received by United Press International Monday. 
On the tape, a man speaking with a thick foreign accent 
said packets of a deadly nerve gas called “AA4S” had 
been concealed under the stamps on the cards and mailed 
to all nine justices as a prelude to a worldwide takeover. 
An FBI spokesman confirmed that the postcards had 
actually been mailed to the justices from some point on 
the west coat. He said small packets were found under 
each postage stamp, but that none of the cards reached 
the justices because the bulky stamps could not be

TO PAINT OR NOT TO PAINT 
To paint or not to paint — the 
perennial spring question of 
homeowners, p ’s time to take a 
long, hard lt»ok at winter-worn 
houses and think of brushes and 
buckets. 
However, although the ex­ 
terior of the house appears 
dingy and faded, if it has been 
painted in the last five years, 
scrub brushes and a detergent 
pail may be more in order, A 
good wash: job can remove 
airborne soot and dirt, and give 
a grimy house that freshly 
painted look without a paint job. 
Giving one’s house a bath may 
seem, at first thought, as dif­ 
ficult as bathing an elephant. It 
is actually much easier — 
houses don’t move! 
Besides 
being cheaper than painting, 
washing is sometimes better 
because old layers of paint 
should be given a chance to 
wear down before successive 
coats are applied. Too frequent 
paint jobs build up into thick 
coats that blister and peel out of 
sheer weight. 
Begin the house bath by 
assembling the proper equip­ 
ment. A long-handled car scrub 
brush attached to a garden hose, 
and. a detergent and water 
solution, will remove all but the 
most stubborn spots; for those, 
you will need a flat hand scrub 
brush. A sturdy ladder is also 
essential. 
Be sure to work from the 
bottom of the house up, so that 
the dirty water runs down onto a 
wet clean, surface. The Soap and 
Detergent 
Association points 
out that this is extremely im­ 
portant because dirt streaks will 
set on a dry unwashed area. 
Using the garden hose, wet 
each section of the wall. A 
strong jet of water will flush 
away much of the loose dirt and 
grime. Then dip the car brush 
into the detergent solution, and 
'scrub the remaining dirt. Rinse 
thoroughly and follow the same 
procedure for the rest of the 
house. Use the flat brush to 
remove grit lodged in the 
grooves 
between 
striated 
shingles. 
Any remaining stains call for 
the scrub-brush treatment. That 
consists of using the brush to 
scrub these spots directly with a 
solution com.posed of three 
tablespoons 
of 
tri-sodium 
phosphate per gallon of water. 
This product may be purchased 
in a paint or hardware store. 
Scrub until the stain loosens, 
then rinse1.. Particularly difficult 
spots may actually be mildew. 
Heavy mildew requires 
a 
stronger solution — three 
t a b l e s p o o n s 
t r i s o d i u m 
phosphate and. m cups of 
household bleach in a gallon of 
water. Scrub, then rinse im­ 
mediately. As a last resort, 
attack stubborn stains with a 
.soapy steel wool. pad. 
Touch up worn spots with 
paint, then blend in the new 
paint by rubbing lightly with 
steel wool or sandpaper. To 
make the hou.se sparkle, repaint 


shut'crs, doors, gutters, and 
trims. 
, Should you decide that a paint 
job is in order after all, nothing 
has been lost by washing. A 
surface must be clean to accept 
new paint properly. To paint or 
not to paint is a question, but 
was!ling is certain!

antimony. Its excellent heat and 
cold retention make it a good 
choice for either hot or cold 
drinks. However, it should 
never be put over direct heat. 
And glass or plastic liners 
should be used to protect pewter 
ibowls and! trays from, citrus 
(rui's and vinegar-based salads 
and relishes. These foods will 
damage the

flowers will cause stains. 
Pewter is a soft metal easily 
denied and scratched. Always 
wash by hand in lukewarm 
sudsy water, rinse and im­ 
mediately dry with a soft cloth 
to restore its luster and prevent 
water spots... Clean soiled ar­ 
ticles by adding two tablespoons 
of ammonia to a quart of water. 
Pewter finish is either satin or 
bright. With frequent use, tiny 
scratches develop and blend 
into a patina. When satin finish 
pewter tarnishes, a silver polish 
may be used. Do not over-rub. 
Restore high-gloss to the 
bright pewter with a silver 
polish or special pewter polish. 
Read and follow directions 
carefully. Some new pewter 
pieces are darker and have a 
dull finish. Check tags as these 
may have a protective finish 
and should not be polished.

R eplacem ent trees will be 
planted in the fall. 
Esprit de corps among faculty 
and students is high. Hanover is 
on the road to recovery. 
■ The college is a private school 
affiliated, with the Presbyterian 
Church. As such it is not eligible 
for Federal or state disaster 
funds. Ralph B urress, 
the 
campus business manager, said 
this means that Hanover can go 
about its big task of renewal 
immediately, without red tape 
and delays caused by waiting 
for government funds. 
The rebuilding of Hanover 
College is a private miracle — 
proof of the creative power of 
individuals who join their ef­ 
forts and pool their energies in 
working for a goal together of 
their own free will.

Rumors claim most recent 
Republican statew ide polls 
show 
Indianapolis 
Mayor 
R ichard Lugar trailing in­ 
cumbent Birch Bayh, and by a 
sizeable margin. Lugar forces 
are stepping up the campaign. 
Everyone agrees that Bayh 
will be hard to beat, and that 
Lugar was the best possible 
candidate for the Republicans. 
Young, 
super-intelligent, sin­ 
cere, he will wage an aggressive 
campaign.

“locked-up,” andj 
faced with sizeable problems in > 
the city administration, h e1 
traveled the state making a 
record number of appearances. 
Extensive television and radio 
program s 
have 
been 
scheduled in major markets.

Democrats are not without 
problems. Senator Birch Bayh. i 
while remaining aloof from the 
convention fight by refusing to 
endorse either candidate for 
the 
Secretary 
of 
State 
nom inajion, 
claim s 
L arry 
Conrad's presence on the ticket 
will not hurt. 
Campaigning on a ticket 
advocating “honesty and ' in­ 
tegrity” 
in 
government, 
Democrats face an uphill battle 
with disclosures of alleged 
misuse of credit cards issued to 
t he Secretary of State. The State 
Board of Accounts, having 
previously audited accounts of 
the office, have returned in the 


face of recent disclosures. No 
one knows when they will issue 
a report, and they are bipar­ 
tisan.

Most astute observers believe 
Pearcy will wait until closer to 
the election, and then take in­ 
vestigation of charges against 
Conrad’s office before the 
Grand Jury. If there is enough 
hard evidence, he will press for

indictment 
prior 
to

election. If not, the investigation 
will drag out until the election. 
Such cases never have to be 
brought to trial when they are 
aired in the media.

Promulgation 
placed

than 60 new laws on the books, 
but the effective date is open to 
considerable legal doubt. 
Many of the 159 laws enacted 
by the 1974 General Assembly 
contained emergency clauses, 
becom ing effective upon signing 
by the Governor. On June 17, 
Governor Otis R. Bowen issued 
an 
Executive 
Order 
proclaiming 3 p.m.. June 11th as 
■ the date of receipt of the news 
by the last two county clerks. 
New s pa. per s 
i m m ediat el y 
headlined 
the 
new 
laws, 
claiming that effective date was 
retroactive to the June 11 date. 
Doubting that laws could be 
made "retroactive,” 1 looked 
into the legality. It would make 
little difference unless you were 
involved in a court case under a 
new law. 
Historically, bound copies of 
all Acts were printed under a 
contract awarded by the State 


C o m m i s s i o n e r 
o f 
Administration on a bid basis. 
All copies were given to the 
Secretary 
of 
State 
for 
distribution, a task usually 
prefromed by the State Police. 
County Clerks signed receipts, 
and the Secretary of State in­ 
formed the Governor when all 
certifications 
had 
been 
received. 
The 
governor’s 
proclamation was issued the 
same day, and the laws were in 
effect. 
With the printing of the 
Indiana Code, which legally has 
been held not to 'be a “code,” the 
procedure was changed for one 
year. 
Responsiblility 
was 
lodged 
exclusively 
with 
the 
Secretary of State, who selected 
a different printer than the one 
under contract to the Depart­ 
ment of Administration. A suit 
was threatened for breach of 
contract, and settled. 
Containing the new Code, the 
Acts of the 1971 Legislature 
made a bulky nine volume 
package, 
not 
feasible 
for 
delivery by State Police. A 
trucking 
firm 
made 
the 
distribution. 
Republicans 
ob­ 
jected 
to 
pictures 
of 
the 
Secretary of State fronting each 
book. He is a Democrat while 
the General Assembly and. State 
Administration is under control 
of Republicans. 
The 
relatively 
new 
Leg i s lative 
C ou n c i 1, 
u. nder 
control 
of 
the 
General 
Assembly, is growing and being 
given increased duties and 
responsibilities. Therefore, for 
better and cheaper service, the 
law was changed to provide 
supervision of printing of new 
laws by the Council, with 
distribution by certified mail 
authorized. This was the first 
use of the new system. The 
number of new laws enacted by 
the short session is very small, 
maybe the fewest in recorded 
history for a legislative session. 
Printing and distribution was 
accomplished slightly earlier 
"han in the past. 
However, 
the 
question 
remains as to what single act in 
the process com,pieles the 
requirements and places the 
new laws into effect. The 
Governor’s Executive Order is 
ambiguous as to the actual date. 
It calls attention to the fact that 
the Clerks of the Delaware and 
Howard County Courts com­ 
pleted “final distribution and 
receipt of said laws,” at 3 p.m. 
on the 11th day of June. 
It concludes: “by virtue of the 
power and authority vested in 
me by the Constitution and the 
laws of said State, do hereby 
make proclamation announcing 
the above date and time. . .as 
the day and hour at which the 
last receipt and distribution of 
said Acts took place with each of 
the several Clerks of the Circuit 
Courts. ..-.and declaring said 
distribution of said Acts to have 
been completed, at. said hour and 
said; and proclaiming all such 
Acts so published and circulated 
in the several counties of said 
State, by proper authority, to be 
in full force and effect as 
provided by the Constitution.” 
Procedure is omitted from the 
Constitutional 
requirements, 
with no mention made of the 
need 
for 
a 
gubernatorial 
proclamation. It reads: “No act 
shall take effect, until the same 
shall have been published and 
circulated 
in 
the 
several 


counties of the State, 
by 
authority, except in case of 
emergency, which emergency 
shall 
be 
declared 
in 
the 
preamble or in the body of the 
law.” 


“Ipso facto” laws, enacted 
after the fact, are prohibited. It 
would appear logical that the 
Governor could not pre-date 
promulgation by proclamation. 
Indiana courts seem to support 
this this theory, holding the 
Governor’s proclamation is the 
final requirement in the process 
giving legal effect to all Acts 
without emergency clauses. 


Therefore, the June 17 date of 
the Executive Order rather than 
the June 11 final distribution 
would appear to be the legal 
effective date of the 1974 laws. 


It makes 
little difference, 
since even some of the non­ 
emergency laws have postponed 
effective dates. Right turns on 
red lights was delayed until July 
1, as was increased welfare 
payments. Auto inspection fee 
increases are delayed until 
Jan u ary , 
and 
financial 
disclosure by government of­ 
ficials even later.

Gubernatorial Succession Bill Readied For Assembly 


IN D IA N A PO L IS 
(U P I ) — 
Tentative agreem ent was re a ch ­ 
ed Monday on proposals to be 
presented to the 1975 Legisla­ 
ture on gubernatorial succes­ 
sion, calling for changes in the 
state constitution. 
The agreem ent w as reached 
by m em bers of the joint House - 
S e n a te 
G u b e rn a to ria l 
Suc- 
c e s s i o n 
SI u d y 
Com m i I te e , 
although m em bers decided to 
let the 
question 
of 
political 
preference of the person, being 
a p p o in te d 
u n re so I. ve d 
u n t i I 
debated by the two cham bers. 
Interest in establishing defi­ 
nite procedures for the succes­ 
sion of governor and lieutenant 
governor was heightened last 
October when Lt. Gov. Robert 
D. Orr was involved in a plane 
crash while on a trade mission 
to South America. 
The legislature, which earlier 
received and dismissed a sug­ 
gestion from a national group 
that it consider revising pro­ 
cedures on succession, decided 
to appoint a com m ittee to in­ 
vestigate changes in both the 
sta te constitution and laws con­ 
cern ing|illi.ng offices vacated 
by death, disability or prolong­ 
ed absence. 
Lt. Gov. Next 
The 
co m m i 11 ee's 
proposa I s 
provide that the lieutenant gov­ 
ernor “ should succeed the gov­ 
ernor upon there being a v a ­ 
cancy in that office" with suc­ 
cession by operation of law. 
The proposals also specify

s u r g e r y at

Q. My son is 20. works, and a t ­ 
tends night school.

Operating Power Lawn Mower 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. - 
This summer more than 25 
million families will operate 
power lawn mowing equipment 
in the Uniled States, 
Consequently, accidents are 
going to occur. But with wise 
use of the equipment and safety 
conscious 
operators, 
the 
number of these accidents can 
be reduced. 
“ These convenient, labor- 
saving machines help us keep 
our lawns neater and give us 
more leisure time,” says F. R. 
Willsey, “but if handled in­ 
correctly, they can be a menace 
to our families and neighbors.” 
“Like all machines, power 
mowing 'equipment should be 
treated 
with 
respect 
and 
operated only by those who have 
a knowledge of its use and 
potential dangers,” adds the 
Purdue U niversity extension 
safety specialist. 
Pow er mewing safety is 
basically up to the operator. 
Here are some safety rules an 
operator should always keep in 
mind. 
—Knowledge of the equip­ 
ment and its controls is vital to 
safe operation. 
—Never allow children to 
operate a power inower. 
—Always fill the mower’s gas 
tank before starting the Job. 
Never refuel a hot engine. 
—Be sure the area is clear of 
children and pets, and also 
clean the lawn of foreign objects 
before vou mow. 
While mowing, keep your 


feet clear of the machine at all 
limes stay 
away 
from 
the 
discharge side. 
—Push, do not pull, your non­ 
riding mower. 
—Stop the engine whenever 
you leave the mower. . .even for 
a moment. 
—Never attempt to unclog a 
mower while it is runnings. 
—Mow steep slopes sideways 
and use extreme care with 
riding mowers on steep inclines. 
—Stop 
the 
engine 
and 
disconnect 
the spark wire 
before working on your mower. 
If you have a riding mow. . . 
—Disengage all clutches and 
put gear shift in neutral before 
starting the engine. 
—Set the brake and stop the 
motor when you 
leave 
the 
machine. 
—Always watch where you 
are driving. 
—Disengage power to any 
attachment 
and stop motor 
before making adjustments. 
—Don’t drive too close to a 
creek or ditch and remain alert 
for holes and other hidden 
hazards. 
—Do not attempt to operate 
the machine when not in the 
driver’s seat and never get off 
while the engine is running. 
—Don’t carry passengers, and 
never wear loose fitting clothing 
that might get caught in moving 
parts. 
Follow these rules, says 
Willsey, and you’ll reduce the 
chances of a mower mishap 
tremendously. 


Pork Farmers Feel Pinch 
Of Low Hog-Corn Ratio 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
The Indiana hog-corn ratio, an 
indicator of how hog producers 
are doing financially, slipped 
during May to its lowest level in 
18 years. The May 15 ratio had 
dropped more than two points 
since April and more than 11 
points in the last year. 
At mid-May the ratio stood at 
10.2—the lowest since January 
1956 and the lowest for May 
since 1948, according to state- 
f e d e r a 1 
a g r i c u l t u r a l 
statistician s 
at 
Purdue 
University. This means that 100 
pounds of live hog on the farm 
are 'equal in value to 10'.2 bushels 
of corn. 
The higher the ratio, explains 
Purdue extension econom ist 
David H. 
Bache, the more 
favorable the chance of profit in 
hog production, since corn is a 
major cost item, for swine 
raisers. 
This 
economic 
imbalance also is responsible in 
part for why Indiana hog 
producers have not expanded 
production, he adds. 
At mid-May Hoosier hog 
raisers received an average of 
$25.70 per hundredweight; this 
was $4.70 per hundred pounds 
less than a month earlier and 
$11.20 per hundred pounds lower 
than a year earlier. But corn 


prices were about 80 cents a 
bushel higher than in mid-May 
of 1:973. Farm ers could sell corn 
at $2.51 a bushel, up from $1.72 
in May of last year. 
Break even cost for Indiana 
hog producers at mid-May 
averaged about $33 per hun­ 
dredw eight. 
Consequently, 
producers were falling from $7 
to $10 short per hundred pounds 
of meeting their total costs. 
Under these circumstances. 
Bache points out, hog raisers 
are not interested in increasing 
their output. This could mean 
less pork at the retail counter 
this fall and higher prices for 
consumers, he notes. 


HOOSIER WHEAT CROP 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. — 
Indiana afarm ers expect 
to 
harvest a record wheat crop of 
63 million bushels this summer. 
State-federal

WASHINGTON (U P l)-A na­ 
tional farm leader, complaining 
that the nation’s agriculture is ! 
“literally at the verge of paraly­ 
sis,” has called on Agriculture 
Secretary Earl L. Butz to re­ 
store the confidence of farmers 
by boosting grain price sup­ 
ports to full parity while con­ 
tinuing all-out production. 
The proposals were laid out 
in a letter to Butz from Tony 
Dechant, president of the Na­ 
tional 
Farm ers 
Union. 
De­ 
chant’s suggestions came in re­ 
sponse to a formal invitation 
for public comment on details 
of the governm ent’s support 
program, for the 1975 wheat 
crop. 
a 
Dechant s í . id farmers whose 
net income boomed to an all- 
time high in 1973 have now been 
hit with a series of economic 
blowrs including a drop in con­ 
sumer 
food 
buying 
power 
caused because inflation has cut 
“real” incomes. The lag in con­ 
sumer enthusiasm for buying 
has 'been blamed by other crit­ 
ics for much of the recent de­ 
pression in livestock prices. 
Dechant, a frequent critic of 
administration policy, said Pres­ 
ident Nixon's economic and ag­ 
ricultural policies “have driven 
farmers to the edge of despair 
and beyond.” 
“Producers of beef and pork 
are face to face with impending 
'economic ruin, . ., . grain and 
cotton producers are worried 
sick about recovering their ex­ 
traordinarily increased produc­ 
tion expenses out of their 1974 
crops. Similar worries extend 
all 
across 
the 
agricultural 
scene, and prospects for 1975 
are even more frightening,” De­ 
chant complained. 
The solution, Dechant said, is 
to abandon what he termed 
“boom and bust” policies and 
offer farm ers “stability” in 
prices. The farm leader said 
Butz should start with increases 
in support guarantees for wheat 
and extend the same policy to 
other grains. Those actions, De- 
chant added, will serve as a 
basic economic underpinning for 
livestock, poultry and dairy 
producers. 


Sick Sycamores 
Unsightly 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. - 
Sycamore anthracnose is with 
us again. 
Cool and rainy weather this 
spring, especially in the past 
few weeks, have caused this 
disease to flourish am ong 
Indiana sycamores. 
“Leaf blight is the most easily 
recognized siTIge of sycamore 
an th racn o se,” 
says 
Paul 
Pecknold, Purdue University 
extension plant pathologist. 


“The fungus infects leaves, 
causing 
sm all 
to 
large, 
irregular, brown dead areas, 
along the leaf veins,” he adds. 


Homeowners with sycamores 
should rake and destroy fallpn 
leaves and, twigs, as these' are 
sources 
of 
infection 
the 
following spring. 


Affected trees should be 
fertilized to maintain vigor and 
promote a late flush of growth, 
the plant pathologist says. Use a 
complete fertilizer, such as 10- 
10-10 or 12-12-12. 


It is too late in the season for 
chemical spraying, to be' ef­ 
fective. Fungicide sprays must 
be applied in the early spring, 
starting just before buds begin 
to break. Fungicides recom­ 
mended are zineb and dodine 
(Cyprex).

Fermented Milk Produces 
Gains In Feeding Trials 


WEST LAFAYETTE, Ind. - 
Results of feeding trials using 
fermented milk and studies on 
stall surfacing were reported by 
Purdue 
U niversity 
dairy 
researchers at the 69th annual 
meeting of the American Dairy 
Science Association, June 24 in 
Guelph, Ontario, Canada. 
The first of two papers, 
presented by graduate student 
D. H. Yungblut, gave results of 
a three-m onth feeding trial 
using ferm ented colostrum 
previously a waste product, as a 
substitute for commercial milk 
replacer in feeding dairy calves. 
The colostrum was shown to 
produce significantly higher 
gains, to have cut the number of 
times needed for treatment of 
scours, and to have maintained 
satisfactory nutrient value in 
the trials. 
Conducted with a group of 
Holstein 
calves, 
research 
showed that the fermented milk, 
mixed 
with 
w arm 
w ater, 
produced better gains than a 
com m ercial milk replacer. 
Females gained afn average of 
5.17 kg . more and males 10.21 kg 
more than those on the com­ 
mercial replacer. in their first 
40 days, 
The pH of the colostrum, was 
6.1 initially and dropped to 4.1 
after 
four 
weeks 
of 
fe r­ 
mentation. Milkfat content was 
approximately 5.7 per cent and 
protein content decreased from 
8 per cent initially to 5.4 per cent 
at the end of the trial. 
Y ungblut’s second report 
involved studies of stall surface 
and slope, in which a group of 80 
cows was allowed to select in a 
free-stall situation. One group 


consistently seemed to prefer 
plastic matting over indoor- 
out door carpeting. However, 
cleanliness factors were better 
with sawdust surfacing. 


The 80 cows were divided into 
four groups, each having two 
alternatives: Group 1- Plastic 
mats over packed sand-gravel 
or sawdust; Group 2- Plastic 
mats over concrete or indoor- 
outdoor carpeting over con­ 
crete; Group 3- The control 
group, had clay 
base with 
sawdust; Group 4- Carpeting 
over heated or unheated con­ 
crete. The researchers found 
that the control group, with clay 
and 
saw dust, 
had 
best 
cleanliness factor, with plastic 
over concrete second. 


The researchers also found 
that when stalls were level, 


COW'S laid o n their left side 53 per 
cent of the time, but when stalls 
were sloped 1*2 to 2 per cent, 
they lay with their backs uphill 
an average of 70 per cent of the 
time.

Use of fresh Irish potatoes 
is on the decline as consum ­ 
ers opt for the variety th at’s 
already processed. 
In fact, the USDA reports 
that more than, half the na­ 
tion’s potato' crop is now used 
for processing. 
Frozen French fries take 
the biggest bite out of the 
crop, accounting for 26 p er­ 
cent of the total.

su rfa c e 
grow th, 
M rs. 
Cham bers advises. Then sun 
and air the item thoroughly. 
“ L au n d er w ashable item s 
with soap or synthetic detergent 
and w ater. Dry in the sun if 
colors are sunfast,” she adds. 
Stubborn mildew growth can 
be 
tre a te d 
w ith 
sp ecial 
solutions. T he clothing and 
textiles 
specialist 
says 
that 
white articles can be treated 
with a m ixture of lemon juice 
and salt, bleached in the sun, 
rinsed, then washed.

Green Light for 
Summer Driving

If you are making vacation plans—as I recently 
did— you are probably wondering whether you can 
confidently plan on using the car. 
The answer is a qualified yes. If consumers con­ 
tinue to practice energy conservation, there should 
be enough gasolihe for a certain amount of summer 
vacation travel as well as for regular transportation 
needs. 
According to the Feder­ 
al 
Energy 
Administration 
(FEA )—known 
as 
Federal 
Energy 
Office 
earlier 
this 
year—if consumers continue 
to observe the 55 m.p.h. speed 
limit, use car pools and keep 
their cars in good driving 
condition, we should make it 
through the summer without 
gas shortages. 
This does not mean that 
our gas supply would hold up 
if every family took off on a 
coast-to-coast trip. 
But 
it 
should reassure you that you 
need not worry if you are 
planning a short touring va­ 
cation or a drive to the shore 
or the mountains. 
This forecast is seconded 
by the American Automobile 
Association 
(AAA), 
which 
conducts spot checks of serv­ 
ice stations around the coun­ 
try. 
For this summer, the 
AAA reports that motorists 
should be finding it easier to 
get gas. More and more sta­ 
tions are pumping on Sun­ 
days, Saturday nights and 
weekday evenings. Most serv­ 
ice stations on major high­ 
ways are now open seven 
days a week with many also 
operating 24 hours a day. 
Most states have done away 
with odd-even r a t i o n i n g 
plans. And only few stations 
are now limiting purchases. 
But it is still important 
for consumers to practice en­ 
ergy conservation. As FEA 
explains it, the importance of 
gasoline savings lies in the 


multipication 
factor. 
There 
are about 100 million regis­ 
tered cars in the 50 states. 
If every driver were to re­ 
duce 
fuel 
consumption 
by 
only 
15 
percent, we could 
save over 28 million gallons 
of gas a day. That would be 
a saving of over 680,000 b ar­ 
rels of gas every day! 
Here are F E A ’s sugges­ 
tions for reducing your fuel 
consumption this summer: 
• Drive at m o d e r a t e 
speeds. Most automobiles get 
about 28 percent more miles 
per gallon on the highway at 
50 m.p.h. than they do at 70 
and about 21 percent more 
mpg at 55 than a t 70 m.p.h. 
• Find 
ways 
to 
drive 
less. Join car pools, walk and 
bike more, 
• Keep 
your 
car 
in 
prime condition to get better 
mileage. Have your car tuned 
twice a year, check tire pres­ 
sure regularly and remove 
unnecessary weight from car.
